They were drawn as no formal
tribute of cold prapriety ; they came gushing
from the heart: they expressed a feeling that
was real-—and if they did not meet a cordial
response in every {urolina hosom, it could
only arise from their expressing too coldly
the sentiments they were intended to convey.
